State House at New-Orleans on Mon¬
day. The men who have stepped forward to
take the lead iti this movement BIO (îoveruors
(iiston of Massachusetts, Allen of Ohio,
Brown of Tennessee, and Woo.Ison of Mis¬
souri. Wo expect others to follow apcodily,
and that the Legislatures to which such clo-
ijueiit appeals are address ¡1 will respond in
proteata ol no uncertain sumid againat the in¬
dignities so patiently horne by the peoplo of
l.oui.si.ma.

ANOTHER STEP BACK ITA RD.
Within seven month, the XLIIId Congres.«

has passed two acts, tlio only practical effect
of which will be to facilitate inflation and
add to the difficulties of resumption. The one
merit of Mr. Dawes'* compromiso with the
Inflationists was that it put an end to tho
power claimed by the President and Secretary
of the Treasury to contract and inflate the
legal-tender circulation nt pleasure, within
the limits of .44,«0W,000.
